The little burning that la 
permitted on private property Is 
actually dangerous and as the city 

grown. Uit. burning should be 

more and more discouraged. The 
city Is at present limited as to 
the amount the trucks can haul, 
due to tho lack of equipment and 
men. Much consideration of this 
matter is advised. In order that 
fire hazards may be removed im¬ 
mediately. There are at all times 
a few piles of tree trimmings 
here and there about town that 
cause no little concern to the fire 
department. Most of them are 
taken awav at the first sugges¬ 
tion of a fire official, while others 
are allowed to grow Into hazard¬ 
ous piles of very inflammable ma¬ 
terials. Fire permits are granted 
if applied for and conditions are 
suitable. Everyone should first 
get permission before lighting a 
stack of trimmings or such. This 
affords the firemen a chance to 
determine if conditions are cor¬ 
rect, There are folks who would 
just as soon light a fire five feet 
j from a fire hazard as not.

ORDINANCE NO. 451 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE 
CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY 
OF SIERRA MADRE LIMITING 
THE HOURS OF PARKING VE¬ 
HICLES UPON PORTIONS OF 
SIERRA MADRE BOULEVARD, 
BALDWIN AVENUE AND 
KERSTING COURT, IN SAID 
CITY OF SIERRA MADRE AND 
PROVIDING A PENALTY FOR 
THE VIOLATION THEREOF, 

THE CITY COUNCIL OF TOE 
CITY OF SIERRA MADRE DO 
ORDAIN AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1: Whenever in this 
Ordinance the word “Vehicle” is 
used, same shall mean every de¬ 
vice or animal by which any per¬ 
son or property is or may be 
transported or drawn upon a pub¬ 
lic highway or street, excepting 
devices moved bv human power 
or used exclusively upon rails. 

SECTION 2: It shall be un¬ 
lawful for any person, firm or cor¬ 
poration to park or cause to be 
parked, any vehicle for longer 
than two hours upon those certain 
public streets or highways or por¬ 
tions thereof in said Citv of Sierra 
Madre. hereinafter particularly de¬ 
scribed. between the hours of nine 
o’clock A. M. and five o'clock P. 
\f of any day, except Sunday or 
p holiday. 

Said public streets or highways 
or portions thereof, are described 
as follows: 

(a) That portion of Sierra 
Madre Boulevard, in the City of 
Sierra Madre. from a line drawn 
across said Sierra Madre Boule¬ 
vard, which line is the prolonga¬ 
tion Northerly of the Westerly 
line of Lot 5 of Brainard's Sub¬ 
division. in the Citv of Sierra 
Madre. Countv of Los Angeles. 
State of California, as per map 
recorded in Book 10, Page 75 of 
Maps. Records of said Countv, to 
a line drawn across said Sierra 
Madre Boulevard, which line is 
the prolongation Northerly of the 
Easterly line of Lot 8 of Central 
Tract, in the City of Sierra Madre.

HIGHWAY POLICY 

High concentration of automo¬ 
bile ownership in certain areas of 
California, coupled with the fact 
that fully 75 per cent of total 
dnilv highway use occurs on about 
10 per cent of the State’s roads 
and streets, demands a new and 
modern highway service policy. 
So declared E. E. East, chief en¬ 
gineer, Automobile Club of South¬ 
ern California. 

Pointing out that motor vehicle 
usage will double in California in 
10 or 15 years. East declared that 
the pressing need for a freeway 
system “so far overshadows any 
other street or highway need in 
this State that first consideration 
should be given to finding more 
revenue for it than has been rec¬ 
ommended.” 

The program advocated involves 
five points: 

(1) Establishment of the State¬ 
wide system by law. 

(2) Creation of an earmarked 
fund for building the system. 

(3) Placing responsibility for 
the development of the system in 
a single authority. 

(4) Apportionment of building 
funds in various counties on the 
basis of motor vehicle registra¬ 
tions. 

(5) Increasing the gas tax by 
1> 2 cents per gallon to finance the 
program.
